CAN YOU MAKE 
TENDER FLAKY PASTRY 


Pie and pastry are frowned upon 
by many fcod epeicialists. One reason 
for this is that pie is not used 
wisely. A rich dessedt like pie should 
not be served at the end of a heavy 
meak Pie shoud not figure very 
Jargely in the diet of sedentary peo- 
ple as their activity is not sufficien: 
ly great. Pastry should be avcided in 
the @ct of childrem. Deepite all 
these restrictions, pastry can be 
used provided that it istused in 
wise combinations by people who ai* 
dcing active work. 

Tender flaky pastry is more easily 
digésted then soggy pastry. There is 
no question as to which is. most 
pleasing. Practite is required 0) 
make flaky pastry but there are «| 
few simple rules which wi!l help the 
pie maker. 

Temperature is one of the most 
important points. The ‘ingredients 
stiould be chilled. The sudden change 
of temperature into the hot oven 
causes the pastry to expand and the 
water to change into steam. This is 
what: makes the pastry tender and 
flaky. There is no leavening agent 
added as in the making of cakes. 

Too moist a dough is one of the 
most common causes of pie failur-. 
The osua) ‘proportion is one quarter 
cup of fat and one. quarter cup 
water to one cup flour. 

‘The flakiness of pastry is increased 
by proper manipvtation. Work in the 
fat so that the fat and the flour 
will form layers. Try to work in as 
much air as poassible.. The fat may 
finget tips. 
This is a quicker method than cut- 
ting it in with a knife but has the 
disadvantage of warming up the in- 
gredients with the heat of the hands. | 

In making puff pastry, butter 's| 
used as the fat. The salt is wees | 
out cf the butter first. The pastry is 
kept: at a very low temperature. , 

Many people find that they ge: 
better pastry by working in only 
one half the fat and dotting the re- 
mainder over the pastry and rolling 
it in, Roll out the pastry and dot 
with a part of the fat, Fold over so 
that a layer of air is enclosed. 
Press the edges together. Repeat 
this several times and this alternate

In general, we think of germs as 
causing indefinite diseases, such as 
diphtheria or typhoid fever. There 
are howevér, other germs which are 
almost always present on or in the 
skin, These seldom cause trouble if 
the skin is unbroken and if the in- 
dividual’s gencral health is maintain- 
ed. C 

The unbroken healthy #kin has se- 
veral functions, among which is that 
of serving as a covering for the 
body, in which capacity it acts‘as a 
barrier to keep out germs which 
would cause trouble if they succeeded 
iff penetrating the barrier and reach- 
ing the structures underneath. 

‘The skin may be broken in many 
ways, as, for exmaple, wen it is 
cut or scratched. Many smal) breaks 
occur which are not visible to the 
naked eye, but which neverthc.ess 
are. large as compared with the 
germs which may gain entrance to 
the body through them. 

The skin, as one organ of the body 
reflects the general condition of the 

The skin camnot be healthy 
unless ;~he whole body is healthy. 
Some diseases, such as diabetes, 
particulraly influence thc health of 
the skin, and when these diseascs 
occur, the power of the skin to re- 
sist germs is lessened. Uncicanliness 
and over-clothing which causes ex- 
cessive perspiration and so irritates 
the skin, algo lowers its resistance. 


A. faulty diet, the use of greasy 
foods, upsets of the . digestive tract 
and constipation are favourable to 
the germs. It would appear that 
these conditions and others, such as 
worry, over-fatigue and lack of

When germs gain a. foothold for 
One or other of the reasons mention- 
ed, . they sct up an inflammation 
which shows itee’f as. redness anda 
swelling, and which is felt as pain. 
This inflammation may and usually 
does go on to the formation of pus, 
and so these germs are known as 
pus-producing germs. 

Boils are infections in that they 
are caused by living germs which 
may be spread to other parts of the 
body or to other persons. This is 
the reacon why, in troating boils, 
strict cleanliness js necessary. Con- 
siderable harm may foilow the squeez 
ing of bolle as this is apt to break 
down the barrier formed and spread 
the infection. The boil should not be 
touched with the hand. A carbuncle 
is really a large, drep-seated boil ane 
it is, therefore, more: painful and 
Serious than the ordinary boil. 

The prevention of boils lies in giv- 
ing attention to general health 
through-proper food, regular elimin- 
ation, fresh ‘air and exercise, by keep 
ing the skin whole, clean and hea:- 
thy, by avoiding .over-clothing of 
the body, and by regular bathing. 

Proper treatment includes the 
same attention to general health, 
and treatment of the boi] by a physi- 
cian who may algo use vaccines to 
raise the resistance of the sufferer. 
Proper trectment limits the spread 
cf infection and avoids possible dat- 
gers.
